The Tool Box of the World 


Serendipity is one reason editors whistle at their work. The 
word, as you know, means “the faculty of making lucky and un- 
expected finds by accident.” 

Horace Walpole, English author, coined it in 1754 after read- 
ing the tale of the Three Princes of Serendip. (Serendip was the 
ancient name for Ceylon.) The Princes were “always making dis- 
coveries, by accident and sagacity, of things they were not in 
search of.” 

Princes of Ceylon, or elsewhere, are scarce in the editorial sanc- 
tum of 386 Fourth Ave., New York 16. Serendipity, though, is 
happily abundant here. Tracking down a story, the editors con- 
stantly stumble on facts that are totally unrelated. Yet the informa- 
tion is always fascinating, and sometimes important. Example: 

While doing research on “The Most Expensive Liquors” (which 
you'll see a few pages farther on), the editors chanced upon a 
tribute to a splendid institution—the mint julep. It is, if you in- 
sist, irrelevant to the subject of costly beverages. 

But the editors want to share it with readers. All “Sales Man- 
agement” subscribers are scholars, admirers of the well-turned 
phrase, and stout believers in the American Way. They, too, will 
appreciate this inspired description of a noble American invention 
Judge J. Soule Smith, of Lexington in Kentucky, suh, penned it 
many years ago. 

From here on the Judge takes over: 

Who has not tasted a mint julep has lived in vain. The honey 
of Hymettus brought no such solace to the soul; the nectar of the 
gods is tame beside it 

The Bourbon and the mint are lovers. In the same land they 
live, on the same food are they fostered. The mint dips its infant 
leaf into the same stream that makes the Bourbon what it is. The 
corn grows in the level lands through which the small streams 
meander. By the brookside the mint grows. As the little wavelets 
pass, they glide up to kiss the feet of the growing mint, and the 
mint bends to salute them. 


Marriage of the Virgin 

Gracious and kind it is, living only for the sake of others. Like 
a woman's heart, it gives its sweetest aroma when bruised. When 
the bluegrass begins to shoot its gentle sprays toward the sun, mint 
comes, and its sweet soul drinks at the brook. It is virgin then. 

But soon it must be married to old Bourbon. His great heart, 
his warmth of temperament, and that affinity which no one un- 
derstands, demands the wedding. How shall it be? 

Take from the cold spring some water, pure as angels are; mix 
it with sugar till it seems like oil. Then take a glass and crush 
your mint within it with a spoon—crush it around the borders 
of the glass and leave no place untouched.

jar will set you back $6.25. 

Too expensive? Well, your nearest fine-foods emporium un- 
doubtedly carries American frog legs in Newburg sauce. A 10-oz. 
can: $1.65. Smoked frog legs, direct from Japan, are 79c for 
3 2/3 oz. 


Frankfort am Main tickles the taste buds with kangaroo-tail 
soup ($1.69), shark-fin soup ($1.59), and bird’s-nest soup. All 
three are in generous 12-o0z. cans. It seems odd that West Ger- 
many should be canning Australian and Chinese delicacies. But 
gastronomy is truly international. 

For instance, canned haggis may be savored by Scots any- 
where. The pudding is made from the liver, lights, etc. of a sheep 
or calf, minced with suet, onions, oatmeal, and seasoning, then 
boiled in the stomach of the animal. 

Shipped from the Hielands, haggis attracts clansmen—and 
others who find it a zestful dish—to specialty shops. A muckle 
20-0z. can is a mickle $1.69. They serve haggis on the birthday 
of Robert Burns, toasting Bobbie in Heather Dew. Hoot, mon! 


Pappadums for Papa 


Food scouts have brought back pappadums from Java. Also 
spelled “poppodums,” the wafers or biscuits are described as “tra- 
ditional with teas, cocktails, and curry dinners. Served toasted 
or fried in deep fat.

Made from flour of Oodidha black peas, Foenugreek, cumin, 
salt, sesiime oil. Silk-soft kneaded dough is rolled by hand into 
paper-thin disks, and carefully packed.” 

Word gets around fast. If you want to be the first to pass the 
pappadums, you'll have to hurry. With a little practice you can 
easily rattle off the ingredients, “Oodidha . . . Foenugreek . . . 
Cumin.” Try it on that snooty brother-in-law who always knows 
everything. Should throw him on his haunches. 

Canada supplies epicures with muskrat in jelly. (8-0z., $1.15.) 
Eels in jelly are a Norwegian export (4% oz., 65c). Smoked Ger- 
man eels run a little higher, 4 oz. for $1.59. 

A stiff tariff barrier may account for the price. Is there an 
American Eel Packers Protective Association constantly watching 
for the industry? Very likely, because 100% U.S.A. eels are only 
$1.25 a pound. Your friendly fancy-food merchant is ready now 
to haul a whole eel out of his refrigerator and slice off the pound- 
age you direct. 

Rattlesnake meat is a home-grown product with no overseas 
competition. Introduced a long time ago by a Florida rattlesnake- 
farm owner, it was at first merely an advertising stunt. Orders 
wriggled up the sales graph. Today smoked rattlesnake meat in 
Supreme sauce (5 0z., $1.95) is as standard a product as corned 
beef. Or almost. 

Alligator soup is a comparative newcomer on the market. Not 
all northbound trains from Florida are loaded with citrus fruits. 
Some bulge with 12-o0z. cans of alligator broth. At $1.25 a can, 
you pay more per slurp than for—say—tomato or chicken-noodles. 
Connoisseurs, though, don’t fret at paying high for the best. 

Scoffers will guffaw at bizarre edibles and classify them under 
the head of April Fool jests. Thereby they betray ignorance.

49.9% gave only on December 25. 
But the tide is flowing toward gifts 
on birthdays, Thanksgiving, etc

3. For employes, merchandise 
gifts—or merchandise plus cash 
were used by 74.7%. Customers’ 
gifts, obviously, were limited to mer- 
chandise. 

4. Foods of diverse types again 
ranked first. But liquor scored No. 
| in mentions of specific items. Then 
came turkeys, fruit, hams, lighters, 
cutlery, cheese, pens and pencils 
Candy gained in popularity, as did 
clocks and clock-radios, and silver- 
ware—including stainless steel ware 

5. More employes unwrapped 
festive packages. Gifts to “employes 
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only” totaled 20.5%. (In 
17.8%.) For “both employes and 
customers” the percentage was 
57.8%. (In 1955, 41%.) The fig 
ure for “customers only” was 
21.5%. (In 1955, 41.5%.)

A minimum of 636,939 gifts 
were reported by 606 executives.

When they came to this one 
they jotted down: “Sorry, can’t re- 
call,” “Don’t have the facts avail- 
able now,” or similar explanations. 


How Many by Price? 


Asked “How many gifts did you 
use in 1956 in these price ranges?” 
the 606 respondents specified:

Corporations remembered more 
people in 1956-57 than the year be- 
fore, when the average list was 617. 
A trifle less was spent for the aver- 
age gift: $4.22 in contrast with last 
year’s $4.49.

No “average family” exists with 
“2.4 children.” Likewise, no com- 
pany can be found that divides its 
gifts into the precise figures above. 
A New Jersey firm may distribute 
5,000 key containers costing $1.87 
each. A Los Angeles manufacturer 
may bestow $15 bottles of perfume 
on his 500 women employes, and 
gratify 14 crack salesmen with $199 
outdoor grills. 

Averages cited above, however, 
indicate the general proportions of 
606 lists. 

While low-price gifts loom large 
in numbers, the fewer more expen- 
sive items account for a dispropor- 
tionate share of the dollar total. 

First, in working out dollar aver- 
ages, the following values were as- 
signed to each price class:

Actually, the true mean average 
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of expenditure per item as disclosed 
by the table above, is very consider- 
ably in excess of $5, and closer to 
the $10 mark, 

It is plain that products at $5 to 
$20 represent the greatest dollar in- 
vestment—45.1%. Sellers of goods 
in both higher and lower brackets, 
though, cannot complain. Their po- 
tential market is well worth culti- 
vating. 

Dollars spent in each price class 
average out to:

Surveys for prior years placed all 
of the more-expensive gifts in a 
single group, “Over $10.” They 
were not broken down into the 
three finer divisions ($10.01 to $20, 
$20.01 to $50, more than $50) as 
was done this year. The editors be- 
lieve that the current price cate- 
gories are more accurate, and more 
useful. 

Some companies confined them- 
selves to a single price class. Most 
used two, three, or all six groups. 
The pattern varies infinitely. For 
example: 

85,000 sets of Diamond Matches 
at less than $1, and 500 Hamil- 
ton Skotch picnic coolers at $2.01 
to $5.

Computing a “typical” gift budget 
from such figures is a statistician’s 


nightmare. Virtually every com 
pany buys gifts that in number and 
cost are unlike those of every other 

Yet even a hasty scanning of the 
survey questionnaires clinches these 
points: Demand for business gifts 
is tremendous. It covers all price 
ranges. It is growing along with the 
national economy. 


They Spend to Save 


Despite the vast sum spent for 
business gifts, it is tiny in compari- 
son with sales volume and payroll 
costs. Christmas baskets of Florida 
fruit to all employes may total sev 
eral thousand dollars. Cost per em 
ploye for this form of industrial re- 
lations is small 

Gifts to customers are economi 
cal, too, say many management of 
ficers. Their view was expressed by 
John P. Kloet, general 
Cadillac Concrete Pipe Co., 
lac, Mich.: 

“General practice of some com 
panies is to wine and dine custom 
ers regularly. I find this takes too 
much sales time, and is often un- 
popular with the customer’s family 

“It is more effective—and costs 
less in time and money—to send 
valued customers a worth-while gift 

“Careful selection of gifts during 
the past 10 years has brought us 
countless letters of appreciation 
Showing consistent good judgment 
and ingenuity in choosing gifts isn’t 
easy. For us it has paid off hand

Imports of certain kinds are 
limited under a quota to protect 
American dairymen. Shipments 
come chiefly from Italy, Switzer- 
land, Holland, France, Britain, Den- 
mark, New Zealand, Argentina, and 
Sweden. 

You can import cheese made from 
the milk of camels, asses, mares, 
water buffaloes, and reindeer. It 
would be a doubtful commercial 


venture. Not even Madison Avenue’s 
admen would try to put across 
“Cheese From Contented Camels.” 

Super markets seldom carry such 
extremely exotic delicacies. Demand 
for them in Saudi Arabia, Af- 
ghanistan, and Lapland is brisk 
Along Main Street it is languid. 
Dairy departments concentrate on 
cheese made from the milk of sheep, 
goats, and cows. Cow’s milk, above 
all, in dozens of mixtures and meth- 
ods of manufacture. 

That gives shoppers plenty of 
choice. So, while Cheddar consump- 
tion holds steady, the cheese menu 
is constantly broadened. Well-run 
cheese counters offer 135 to 150 
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items. A few boast: “You name it, 
we have it—or we'll pay $100 re- 
ward.” 

Several factors are responsible for 
the zoom in sales of all varieties 
rhe Melting Pot is a large one. 

Immigrants from overseas brought 
their eating habits through Ellis Is- 
land. For a generation or two they 
tended to cluster in “Little Italys” 
or “Little Something Else” within 
the cities 

Succeeding generations 
away. Yet Henry Williams (son of 
Heinrich Wilhelms) continued to en- 
joy Muenster on Park Avenue or in 
Fergus Falls.

This was connected with the bank’s 
reproduction of a Milwaukee street 
of 100 years ago—a historic exhibit 
visited by thousands. 


Use your trademark or logotype, 
not blatantly, but with subtlety, 
originality. Karl Koehler Associ- 
ates, Coopersburg, Pa., card design- 
ers, have done this neatly for cor- 
porate clients. Examples: Toro 
Mfg. Corp.’s trademark, a_ bull's 
head, was die-cut into the card’s 
center fold. When opened, it stood 
out amusingly. 


Koehler has also incorporated 
Du Pont’s logotype in various cards. 
One card opened to reveal Du Pont 
buildings against a star-studded sky. 
Another (for the firm’s Petroleum 
Chemicals Division) utilized chemi- 
cal retorts in the design.

Since then he has appeared in 
billions of pictures. His red cos- 
tume has been donned by countless 
fathers and actors. Now he is the 
traditional patron saint of Christ- 
mas gifts 

His traditional looks are largely 
the creation of two geniuses: 
Thomas Nast, artist and cartoonist, 
and Clement C. Moore, scholar and 
poet. Moore described him in “A 
Visit From St. Nicholas,” often mis 
called Night 
Christmas”

He had a broad face and a little

Chat shook when he laughed, like

\ distinguished professor of He 
brew and Greek, Moore wrote the

verses in 1822. Inspira- 
tion came on Christmas 
Eve as he was sleighing 
to his New York home, 
at suburban 23rd Street. 
First hiding a bundle 
of toys, he swiftly 
dashed off the rhymes. 
After supper he read 
them to his children 
around the fireside. A 
guest heard that first 
reading, and asked for a copy. 

Sent to the Troy, N. Y., “Sen- 
tinel,” the poem appeared there 
next Christmas. It was unsigned. 
Later Moore included it in a collec- 
tion of his more serious works. Re- 
printed widely, the poem did not 
find its ideal illustrator until 1863 

the year of Moore’s death. Then 
Nast pictured for all time the Saint 
of the “Visit.” 

A decade later Nast added three 
other symbols to American folklore: 
the Democratic donkey, the Repub- 
lican elephant, and the Tammany 
tiger. They appeared in his political 
cartoons for “Harper’s Weekly.” 

At the time when he drew St. 
Nicholas, the 23-year-old Nast was 
a veteran artist. At 15 he had con- 
tributed to “Harper’s” and other 
magazines. His hide-ripping car- 
toons played a major role in the 
downfall of the Tweed Ring of 
grafters. The Tweed scandals were 
unsuspected in the wartime year of 
1863, 

People needed all the cheer that 
Santa could provide in that tragic 
period. The War of the Brothers 
was bringing sorrow to homes North 
and South. Gettysburg had been 
fought the preceding July. Blue and 
Gray, in winter quarters, made 
ready for new battles in the spring. 

Meanwhile, “Stockings were hung 
by the chimney with care.” Adults 


feasted hugely, but exchanged only 
a trickle of presents at Christmas. 
Gifts for grownups would not swell 
into a torrent until the advent of 
large-scale advertising. 

December issues of “Frank Les- 
lie’s Illustrated Newspaper” con- 
tained a few items “for the holi- 
days.” (Christmas was not men- 
tioned.) Mr. Leslie’s weekly, a pic- 
ture magazine, was the “Life” of 
its day. The tabloid ran 13 pages 
of editorial material, three pages of 
ads, and sold for 8 cents. Ads were 
small. 

Tiffany, then as now, talked 
about its wares with utmost re- 
straint. A notice in “Leslie’s” said 
with no high-power selling: 

“Tiffany & Co., late Tiffany, 
Young & Ellis, 450 Broadway. Fine 
jewelry, precious stones, watches, 
silverware, bronzes, clocks, etc.” 

Whereas the 1957 male is urged 
to dewhisker by Schick, Norelco, 
Remington, Ronson, and Gillette, 
men of the 1860's craved bushy foli- 
age. C. E. Hunter, Hinsdale, N. H., 
told readers: 

‘““Moustaches (so spelt) and 
whiskers in 42 days. Don’t be hum- 
bugged by Onguents. The great 
secret fully explained in the Book 
of Wonders. 12,000 sold. Twenty 
cents, 8 for $1.” 

Beardless youths in the Army of 
the Potomac, envying the sideburns 
of Gen. Ambrose Burnside, the 
drooping lip-fringe of Gen. McClel- 
lan, and the chest-warming thicket 
of War Secretary Stanton, may have 
bought the Book of Wonders hope- 
fully. To attract the ladies, a 
Stephen Foster song warned, “You 
Need a Moustache.” 

Those boys doubtless wrote for 
“Union playing cards,” advertised 
in “Leslie’s.” With a colonel for

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What You Will Give in 1963

or $1,500, tax included, Tiffany 
b & Co. already can let you have 
“the clock that is wound by light.” 

In the next decade and spe- 
cifically by 1963, Santa’s “centen- 
nial” in the USA—-you may expect 
givers and getters to be involved in 
other solar-powered, electronic and 
perhaps even nucleonic gadgets. 
Such things would be made of new 
or “rediscovered” materials. Santa 
would deliver them across the coun- 
try or around the world at super- 
reindeer speed. 

Always, Progress must march 
fast indeed to outpace Prejudice. 
Looking backward, standing still, is 
a favorite occupation of many folks, 
particularly toward the end of the 
year. They talk of the good old 
days, and think of the good old 
ways—and wares. 

Of course, no one nowadays ex- 
pects to get a buffalo lap robe or 
even a bouncy new bustle. But if 
you want to play it safe in Decem- 
ber, 1963, I suggest—in addition 
to the new gadgets for your more 
adventurous friends — something 
simple and accepted for the others, 
such as a case of long-aged Bour- 
bon. 

For both groups, however, to- 
morrow’s automated and atomic 
age will at least produce devices to 
speed and simplify the getting of 
the things they want. In a General 
Electric “Home of Tomorrow” | 
was less impressed with the plastic- 
bubble frame than with the kitchen 
sink. 

This contains taps, not only for 
hot, cold and iced water, but for 
instant coffee and other beverages. 
While you would probably not offer 
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even your best customer a plumbing 
system, you might provide an ap- 
propriate tap. 

Home appliances will trend to- 
ward the lighter, the more compact 
and multi-purpose. Tomorrow’s TV 
sets will hang flat on the wall, like 
a picture. Also hanging, but less 
flat, will be ranges, dishwashers 
and others. These could be pushed 
out of sight when not needed. 

Already, Philco has introduced 
the “world’s first take-home air- 
conditioner.” An advertisement 
shows a young husband swinging 
a room unit through the garden 
gate. He must be strong, too. Philco 
fails to make clear that this fore- 
runner of, presumably, still smaller 
and lighter models, weighs 127 
pounds. 

Philco’s young husband also is 
pretty handy: He not only takes 
home but installs. Two hitches here, 
however, are (1) dealers, who sub- 
sist on service as well as sales, don’t 
like it; and (2) many recipients of

All giving should generate good 
will. Corporate giving also conveys 
a certain “cash” (or “investment’’) 
connotation, But despite the spread 
of the “handyman” trend since 
World War II, and the fact that 
Black & Decker and others have 
made a nice thing out of special 
Christmas packages of power tools 
it will always be safer to give pres- 
ents requiring no more effort and 
dexterity than required for untieing 
the red ribbon. 

The atom, when you think of it, 
is a simple and quite indispensable 
little gimmick of nature. A lot of 
tomorrow's great gifts (whether or 
not they are listed, packaged and 
paid for) still will stem from such 
broad resources as sun, air and 
water. Keeping all of us alive, these 
resources also are being controlled 
ind directed toward making us more 
comfortable and “efficient.” 

By 1963 single-room air-condi 
tioning may be replaced by a cen 
tral heat pump for a whole house 
This contrivance (already at work 
in some less extreme climates) heats 
in winter and then, switched into 
reverse, cools in summer 


Smaller and Simpler 


Tiny light-powered transistor 
radio sets are in the market stage 
lransistors—now starting to be 
mass produced will reduce the 
bulk and the weight, simplify and 
permanentize” many of the things 
we'll buy and give in 1963. By then 
we'll also have clocks and small 
appliances operated by electronic 
impulse, without any wiring at all 

Somewhat later may come the 
family, small-economy-size nucleat 
If you can trust the calcula- 
tions of a bad mathematician and 
a worse scientist 

1 estimate that one ounce of 
uranium in a shielded reactor in 
the basement would power a home, 
at the present kilowatt-hour rate, 
for about 286 years.

Even sooner, you might be pass- 
ing out boxfuls of radioisotopes. In 
addition to helping to cure cance 
(keep right on smoking), and work- 
ing otherwise in medicine, agricul- 
ture and industry, these nuclear fis- 
sion by-products will let your friends 
throw away their iceboxes. 

Remember the scientist who car- 
ried a hunk of irradiated hamburger 
around in his pocket for two years? 
Ultimately, I think, he ate it. But 
one need not hold a hamburger that 
long to see the advantages of isotop- 
ing picnic lunches, or preserving 
food on hunting and fishing expedi- 
tions, when one’s skill or luck fails 
to provide it. 

Much has been said about “prac- 
tical” gifts. “Practical” gifts are 
those (1) which the recipient will 
use; and (2) which will work. 


Old Sol on Strike? 


Many a prospective gift-getter 
read with interest of Scripto’s new 
ball-point pen, guaranteed to write 
for two years without refilling. Is 
liffany similarly sure about its light- 
powered clock, or Admiral about its 
sun-powered radio set? Suppose the 
sun gets out of whack? 

Gifts for play can be “practical,” 
too. We Americans may be getting 
more leisure time than we can man- 
age. United Automobile Workers 
has set a 35-hour work week as a 
bargaining objective. But millions 
of offices already have it. 

When more and longer vacations 
are included, it seems that most 
Americans already spend about four 
times as many hours off the job as 
on it. All these idle hours may 
multiply our chances of getting into 
mischief, or into each other’s hair, 
or simply getting bored. 

Tomorrow’s gifts will be planned 
for enjoyable educational and crea- 
tive leisure. There will be, for in- 
stance, exciting new ways to “get 
away from it all.” 

Today, some companies or execu- 
tives let the better names on their 
list share a private aerie or island. 
rhe day after tomorrow, a few will 
build and operate (with some help 
from outside scientists) their own 
earth satellites. 

The names of the invitees should 
be culled carefully, to eliminate 
those inclined toward air-, or lack- 
of-air-sickness. The satellite itself 
should be settled solidly in its orbit 


before risking Class A accounts on 
it. By then, however, the adventure 
would not be much dizzier than 
some of today’s night-club rounds 

The satellite idea is introduced in 
this discussion to emphasize that a 
gift or invitation involving a clearly 
recognized “first” lets the recipient 
know how high he stands in your 
regard. Already, it’s too late to hand 
out tickets for the first scheduled 
flight on a domestic jet transport: 

American Airlines’ round trip of 
Boeing’s 707 between New York and 
Los Angeles on Monday, June 15, 
1959, has been sold out. But the 
opportunities in “firsts” keep com- 
ing fast: How do you plan to share 
your helicopter? 

Many popular gifts will continue 
to be family affairs. (As a nation 
we'll have more and larger families 
in 1963.) And many of these gifts 
may be discreetly “promotional.” 

For years the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railway’s annual gift package has 
included such items as railroad lan- 
terns, oil cans and striped engineers’ 
caps for the youngsters, and 
“Chessie” merchandise (with a sub- 
dued sleeping-kitten motif) for both 
youngsters and grownups. 

Family gifts can be for home or 
travel. Anything that will help to 
keep kids quiet and happy, though 
traveling, is welcomed. The parents’ 
happiness usually is proportionate 
to their ability to keep the kids 
from becoming public nuisances. 


Garbage-Gulper Wanted 


Take the litter problem. Every 
parkway and expressway now 
threatens stiff fines for this mis- 
demeanor. Yet one still finds his 
way across the land on an endless 
trail of banana peels, candy wrap- 
pers, and an occasional youthful 
shoe. Remington now offers a plug- 
in electric shaver for motor cars. 
Why doesn’t some appliance maker 
come out with an electric “dispose- 
all” to be used in them? 

Other ways to please tomorrow's 
parents (though not necessarily the 
youngsters) will range from elec- 
tronic stoppers to halt teenage 
drivers at stop signs, to intra-home 
TV, enabling Mother to keep track 
of the baby without climbing stairs. 

The next decade will bring gifts 
both of new materials, such as 
Fiberglas and polyethylene, and re-

for every guest. Hostesses may look 
forward to paper sheets and pillow- 
cases that will reduce the work of 
week-end entertaining. 

A lot more manufacturers, in 
fact, will find that gifts offer an ef- 
fective means of “sampling” the 
latest fruits of their ingenuity. What 
better gifts from the rubber indus- 
try, for example, than the coming 
*100,000-mile” tires, which would 
keep you carefree for longer than the 
life of your car? 


The Magic Word 


Especially, that word “tomorrow” 
should mean planning. Businesses 
take a lot of pains to plan products, 
policies, and programs. More execu- 
tives now realize that friends are 
won and people influenced by pro- 
grams-of-giving in direct ratio to 
the thinking, organizing and continu- 
ous development going into them. 

For long-term, cumulative effect 
such programs might be developed 
in part through “related giving.” 
There would be a product relation- 
ship to the giver and a year-after- 
year family relationship in the prod- 
ucts themselves. 

A motor-car manufacturer, for 
example, could start now with a 
new 1958 accessory, and annually 
give good customers an accessory 
that suggests features of his newest 
models. An electronics company 
might follow a pocket radio with 
an almost-pocket-size TV set.

And in case you should make 
only earth-moving machines or em- 
balming fluid, you can still plan 
your progress-in-giving by capital- 
izing on others’ handier devices. 

In 1963 the opportunities will be 
wide, and some of them exciting. 
Santa will have quite a_ job, 
sampling all this progress.

that output dips sharply after two or 
three hours. Short shifts break the 
monotony and avoid fatigue. 
Production-line technique: Much 
time can be saved by wrapping a 
trial package, opening it to get an 
accurate measurement of the paper 
used, then precutting the paper for 
the whole job to correct size. 
Lengths of ribbon should also be 
precut. Additional time is saved by 


making the bows separately, adding 
them to the finished packages later. 

Bows, bands, and rosettes are one 
of the most effective methods of 
glamorizing packages. Several manu- 
facturers market interestingly decor- 
ated ribbons printed with polka dots, 
flowers, etc. Some of these ribbons 
stick to themselves and save a lot 
of trouble in handling. 

If you give a great number of 
gifts at holidays, and parties, for 
employe service awards, in contests 
—it might pay to buy a ribbon- 
tying machine. (See photo.) Minne- 
sota Mining & Manufacturing’s 
“Magic Bow” tyer produces perfect 
bows at the rate of two to four a 
minute. Priced at $39.95, the ma- 
chine is sold by ribbon distributors. 

For short lists there are innumer- 
able ready-made accessories to lend 
gaiety to the package. Examples: 
poinsettias and other flowers made 
of ribbon; tie-on trinkets.

Questionnaires in the sixth an- 
nual survey asked for lists of spe- 
cific products and brands bought. 
Respondents to the question num- 
bered 606. In addition, data sup- 
plied by 678 companies to Sales 
Management's Business Gift Buy- 
ers’ Wants Department were tabu- 
lated. (See p. 92.) The combined 
1,284 firms represent a_ core 
sampling. 

“Brand X” was the most popular 
purchase reported. Brand X covers 
a multitude of replies: “Too many 


to list’; “Varied”; “All Types”; 
“Local product”; “No brand name.” 
Nonetheless, executives cited 2,- 
192 items by product classification 
or trade name. Leaders in mentions 
were:

(if it needed proof), that aggressive 
giftware advertising is a profitable 
investment.

ment’s” sixth annual survey asked 
two questions

cipients?” 

“You may receive business gifts. 
If so, which of them in the last five 
years pleased you most?” 

Answers were as diverse as the 
men and companies surveyed. Out 
of a total of 925, the votes for the

were split among:

B. Food 254

D. Office items 114 

Previously respondents had indi- 
cated that 80.5% of their gifts this 
year were designed for home and 
family use 
tion Says ‘Thank You!’ to Custom- 
ers and Employees,” p. 18.) 

Apparently they are on the right 
track. From the figures above, it is 
evident that family gifts prompted 
the heartiest thanks during the past 
half-decade. Fine foods to be 
shared with relatives and friends 
chalked up the highest individual 
scores.

Imost 80% of the respondents

Among them are a small minor 
ity who question the value of the 
gifts they distribute. To present both 
sides, the editors asked a representa- 
tive group of company officers to 
state the majority and the minority 
opinions.

“We like it,” declares Lawrence 
J. Fabacher, v.-p., Jackson Brew- 
ing Co., New Orleans.

N.S. Strandwitz, equipment sales 
manager, National Cylinder Gas Co., 
Chicago, holds an opposing view:

There is always the 
air of obligation no matter what the 
relationship or circumstance 

“For 364 days of the year we 
push quality, advantages, and serv- 
ice. That is what we hang our hats 
on—NOT competing in the size, 


quality, or ‘proof of so-called 


Christmas gifts. It’s sacrilegious!” 

“We know we can never buy a 
man’s will,” replies James 
Gibbons, director of sales and ad- 
vertising, Bostrom Mfg. Co., Mil- 
waukee. “All our gifts mean is a 
personal ‘thank you.’ ” 

Adds George T. Kern, v.-p.-sales 
manager, Pomeroy Mfg. Co., Inc., 
Vincennes, Ind.:

“Our purpose in giving gifts to 
customers is to offer them a Christ- 
mas remembrance in appreciation of 
the business we have had from them 
in the preceding year. This is quite 
apropos as long as it does not in- 
fringe into the area of even a sug- 
gestion of buying the business. 

“Some companies present gifts of 
large value to prospects as a method 
of getting their orders. This practice 
we do not follow.” 

Rascally competitors are a major 
reason for damning gifts to custom- 
ers. Extravagant gifts by low-down 
rivals are deplored. No management 
man admits to such unethical deal- 
ing. But “those fellows down the 
street” are guilty. Some meet the 
competition, though they em- 
phasize—never to the same spend- 
thrift extent. Explains the general 
manager of a Chicago nut, bolt, and 
screw firm: 

‘While we make gifts of a limited 
nature (SOO at $5 to $10), we feel

Several executives have described 
how they started by sending thei 
own wares—often de luxe models 
and wound up in the gift business. 
They found it a profitable new 
market. The experience of Kolb 
Specialty Co., Philadelphia, is typi- 
cal: 

“One Christmas we sent a few 
customers mahogany chests holding 
playing cards. These were made in 
our own shop, and were entirely 
different from our regular products. 
Response was enthusiastic. Many 
recipients asked where they could 
buy the chests. 

“Although we hadn't intended it 
that way, the gifts actually tested a 
new product for us. Now we have 
added chests and a number of other 
gift items to our line.” 

Office-use gifts are in a different 
category. They may legitimately bear 
advertising messages, a majority of 
executives believe. For example, I. 
M. Gross, president, Multi-Amp 
Corp., Union, N.J., reports: 

“Next Christmas we'll send our 
engineer-customers a_ useful gift, 
such as a slide rule, together with 
a desk pad which has information 
about Multi-Amp and what it has 
to offer.”

long distances for a Midwest firm. 

Ripple |: During 1956 the com- 
pany sent, in the names of its sales- 
men, 2,085 gifts to customers. 

Ripple 2: Merchandise was 
bought from 8 to 10 suppliers. Cost 
per item averaged $7 to $10. 

Ripple 3: Delighted recipients 
are now ordering the same merchan- 
dise from the suppliers for their cor- 
porate giving. 

How far the ripples will go on 
from here is anybody’s guess. 

(While disclosing full details to 
“Sales Management,” the company 
prefers to remain anonymous. “We 
like to surprise recipients, not tip 
our hand in advance. And prices, 
too, should be kept confidential.’’) 

Care in setting up the gift-dis- 
tribution program is responsible for 
its success, company officers say. 
The system they have evolved 
should stimulate the thinking of 
other executives: 

In the early fall a management 
committee selects 8 or 10 items, 
picked from a number of sugges- 
tions offered by company salesmen, 
suppliers, and committee members. 
A list of the items is made up for 
salesmen in the various territories. 

The list describes each present, 
and is accompanied by literature 
and pictures, where possible, fur- 
nished by the vendors. Typical de- 
scriptions read: 

“King’s Taste Pack of Cheese 
A regal collection of Wisconsin’s 
best. Weight 62 pounds. Our cost 
is $5.95. 

“Broadway Fruit Cake—This is 
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the same delicious rum-soaked cake 
we have found so acceptable in the 
past. Our cost is $4.70 for the 3- 
pound size; $7.55 for the 5-pound 
size. 

“Pendleton Woolen Motor Robe 
in carrying bag—Highland plaid in 
rich colors, perfect for the beach, 
stadium, boat, car, picnics. Bag ts 
an inflatable cushion; robe is 57 by 
70. Retail cost is $13.95. Our cost 
is $9.10. 

“West Bend Coffee Traveling Set 

See page 4 of the attached folder. 
Our cost is $11.50. 

“Steel Carving Set—See attached 
sheet. It is the intention to make 
the carving set available this year, 
the salad set in 1957, the serving 
set in 1958. At the end of three 
years, a set of this beautiful and 
serviceable stainless steel ware will 
be complete. Our cost on the carv- 
ing set in flannel 
$8.60.” 

Equipped with this information, 
a salesman can decide to whom gifts 
should be sent. One customer may 
dislike cheese. Another with a large 
family would appreciate a_ bigger 
fruit cake. Certain valued custom- 
ers rate higher-priced remem- 
brances. The salesman is the best 
judge of these varying individual 
factors. 

Mimeographed sheets enable him 
to compile a roster of recipients 
with a minimum of trouble. He fills 
in customers’ names and addresses, 
and checks off items they are to get 
Company affiliations are noted; but 
gifts are mailed to homes.

As a rule an executive writes the 
service: “Let me have your recom- 
mendations on so-and-so date, when 
we settle on our program.” His re- 
quest is filed under the month speci- 
fied, and followed up then. Re- 
quests for immediate information 
are promptly filled. 

Analysis of the first 703 requests 
received by the department this year 
shows that businessmen sought facts 
for decisions in every month. As 
might be expected, fall is the chief 
time for gathering information. 
September is far in the lead. By 
November virtually all companies 
have decided on their gifts, except 
for the minority of all-season pur- 
chases. 

Vendors urge early decisions to 
avoid the last-minute rush. With 
order on hand, they can plan pro- 
duction and shipping schedules, 
though actual deliveries may be con- 
fined to the principal holidays. With 
adequate leeway, the possibility of 
error and delay is held to a mini- 
mum

Executives may now call on specialists in business gifts 
to shoulder all details—from initial plans to mailing.

Shopping 
You?

inding, wrapping, mailing cor- 

porate gifts is a tedious task for 
many executives. Different com- 
panies tackle it in different ways. 
Shopping specialists—or purchasing 
consultants—provide one approach 
that is increasingly popular. 

A good shopping service equips 
the busy executive with Argus eyes 
and seven-league boots. It assumes 
all the details at every stage, and 
saves him time and money. 

For example, here’s how a service 
operates: 

You indicate the number, type, 
and price of your gifts. Experts then 
comb the market, sifting from thou- 
sands of products the few that meet 
your individual needs. They are 
pictured and described in a specially 
prepared portfolio, from which you 
select. Final decisions are based on 
actual merchandise samples. 

After that, your gift-buying chore 
is ended. 

Handling, labeling, insurance, 
storage between delivery and mail- 
ing dates are taken care of. You 
merely supply addressed labels, and 
greeting cards (if desired). The cost 
is a fixed price, plus taxes and post- 
age. 

That price is at least 20 to 35% 
below retail. In some instances the 


discount may be as high as 50-55% 
—but never less than 20%. 

Naturally, these terms apply only 
to quantity purchases, although 
orders will be taken for as few as 
a dozen items. 

With trained researchers con- 
stantly on the hunt, requests for un- 
usual wares are simply routine. It’s 
no trick to fill orders promptly for 
solid gold musical key chains, left- 
handed scissors, and square frying 
pans. 

Items like left-handed scissors 
require a bit of delving. On a trip 
to Europe a client had seen them, 
at a stiff price. But he couldn’t wait 
for an imported supply, and he in- 
sisted on a reasonable price. Within 
three days an American manufac- 
turer whose figure matched the 
client's budget was located. Since 
40% of all people are left-handed, 
the client scored heavily for 
“thoughtfulness” with those who re- 
ceived his gift. 

A square frying pan is the size of 
a slice of bread. An egg cooked in 
it nestles snugly into a sandwich 
without overlapping. Along with the 
pan goes a card reading: “Did you 
ever fry a square egg?” 

Perhaps that may strike you as 
too unconventional a present?

Quail, duck, and 
pheasant heads are mounted on the 
shiny shell ends. Sports jackets and 
shooting jackets are dressed up in 
style with such buttons. Fishermen, 
golfers, and horsemen, too, may in- 
dicate their hobbies on somewhat 
similar cuff links. 

Often an executive will hesitate to 
buy fragile merchandise because of 
the danger of breakage during ship- 
ment. When that happens a_ pur- 
chasing consultant may tell him 
about the experience of a valued 
client:

produced around the world. Danish 
and French Bleu, and Italian Gor- 
gonzola are heavily exported. 
American and Argentine Blue tickle 
many a taste bud. English Stilton 

-milder than the other types—is 
equally well known. Attempts to 
reproduce it in our Midwest have 
failed. 

An English housewife, noted for 
her Stiltons, gave the probable ex- 
planation: “Except that they do not 
cry, Stiltons are as much trouble as 
babies.” 

“Swiss” cheese, on the other 
hand, rolls from American factories 
by trainloads. Next to Cheddar it 
is the universal favorite. The Swiss 
will tell you, though, that real Swiss 
originates only in Helvetia. Imita- 
tions irk them, because with exports 
of 14,000 tons, cheese is a main 
prop of the Swiss economy. 


The Cow Is Queen 


In a land half the size of Maine 
live 4 million Swiss people. Sixty 
per cent of the country is moun- 
tainous. Dairying is vital to each 
canton and farmstead. 

A Swiss cheese factory is gener- 
ally a cooperative owned by 20 to 
50 farmers. The cheesemaker rents 
it, and contracts to take all their 
milk. Morning and evening, milk 
is brought to the factory in flat con- 
tainers on the farmers’ backs, or 
in round cans on dog carts. Small 
boys drive the carts as part of their 
daily chores. The distance is rarely 
more than a mile. 

Then follows the complicated 
process of manufacture, salting, 
aging. Ripened cheese “wheels” 
are sold to dealers visiting the scat- 
tered factories periodically. Wheels, 
of 160 to 200 pounds, move 
through world-wide trade channels. 

Final Act: Milk that young Franz 
lugged on his dog cart ends up as 
a sliver of big-holed cheese in a 
Middletown, U.S., refrigerator. 

As John Average places it on the 
sandwich bread he may wonder: 
“Where do the holes come from?” 

Contrary to a popular idea, the 
holes are not made by augers or 
any other tools. Fermentation, at 
one stage of manufacture, produces 
carbon dioxide. The gas helps ex- 
pel the whey, and speeds ripening. 
In the process, eyes or holes are 
formed.

To distinguish made-in-Alpine- 
land cheese from “Swiss,” made 
around the globe, the former has 
“Switzerland” imprinted on the rind 
as a trademark. 

Last year 1.2 million pounds of 
“Genuine Imported Holland 
Cheese” arrived here. We are far 
below West Germany, Belgium, and 
Britain as customers. Those three 
countries took 77% of Holland’s 
200 million pounds of exports 

Dutch cheese and American his- 
tory are closely associated. The 
“Mayflower” Pilgrims ate round 
cheeses of Edam, Gouda, and Ley- 
den on the voyage to Plymouth. 
Passengers to the New World on 
hundreds of other ships did like- 
wise 


"Yah, Das Iss Goot!" 


Wagons rumbling toward the 
frontier were provisioned with the 
products of Dutch dairies. And 
Nieuw Amsterdam residents 
brought cheesemaking knowledge 
wherever they later settled 

On at least one occasion, 100 
years ago, cannonball Dutch cheeses 
served as just that—cannonballs in 
a naval battle down South America 
way 

Traders in the Cheese Market of 
Alkmaar, near Edam, like to re- 
call such bygone incidents. A cen- 
tury is only yesterday to cheesemen 
Traders wear straw hats with their 
medieval guild colors. Buying is 
done with a clap of the hands. No 
contract is necessary. Thousands of 
owners here on 
market days, and are loaded into 
waiting canal barges. 

Not far off in Gouda a farmer’s 
market is held on Thursdays. Shad- 
owed by the Town Hall, built in 
1449, homemade Gouda cheeses 
are sold in small quantities. A 
dwindling number of farm wives 
still make them, and get high prices 
for their fine handwork 

American cheesemaking was like- 
wise a farm craft from the earliest 
days. Before the “Mayflower,” 
cattle came to Jamestown, Va., in 
1610. From then until 1851, milk- 
ing and cheese went together. 

John Leland, an admirer of Presi- 
dent Jefferson, organized the first 
mass production of cheese. On July 
20, 1801, every farmer of Cheshire

Township, Mass., (except the dis- 
approving Federalists) brought 
curds to a central cider press. 

A 1,100-pound cheese was 
formed in the press, cured, and 
later hauled by sleigh to the Hud- 
son River. After a boat and wagon 
journey, it arrived in Washington. 
Mr. Jefferson, the Cabinet, and 
visitors ate it on Mew Year’s Day, 
1802.

Methods of setting 
the milk, cutting, stirring, heating, 
pressing, and salting the curd are 
varied to produce qualities peculiar 
to each kind. Soil, climate, and the 
type of milk also cause slight vari- 
ations in identical types. 

Some of the best known appear 
in the chart tabulation on p. 25. The 
column heading “How Served” is 
indicative only. Imagination takes 
off from there. Dates of origin are 
stated where known. Exact dates 
cannot be fixed for several varieties, 
including a few of the oldest. Cot- 
tage cheese (not in the chart) was 
made by prehistoric man.

Something for the Home 


His view that a gift should be 
enjoyed by the whole family is en- 
dorsed by most corporations. Asked 
“Are your gifts designed for office, 
personal, or home and family use?” 
668 respondents said: 

Office 155 

Personal 315 47.1 

Home (family) 538 80.5 

Percentages total more than 100 
since some companies use more 
than one category: “Office _ pri- 
marily, plus a few for personal,” 
“Home for employes; personal for 
customers,” etc. 

A number of respondents were 
puzzled by the categories. They 
would define a cheese assortment 
as “personal” because the recipient 
munched it, as well as his family. 
Barometer - thermometers might be 
called personal, office, or home. 
Where possible the editors adjusted 
such discrepancies. 

Foods, for instance, were placed 
under “home.” Pens and _ pencils 
were defined as for the office, be- 
cause they are most often used 
there. Principal use, not the sec- 
ondary one, determined classifica- 
tion.

Customers Like Variety 

Year after year, some companies 
give customers the same item. A 
desk calendar, a fruit cake, a bottle 
of bourbon at Christmas or New 
Year's becomes an institution. Re- 
cipients look forward to a favorite 
remembrance. 

Other corporations prefer not to 
repeat. They send an entirely dif- 
ferent item each year. Or they may 
use a set of drinking glasses one 
year, and follow it with a serving 
tray. A carving knife and fork in 
1955, steak knives in 1956, and 
carving board in 1957 are examples 
of “companion” gifts. 

When asked: “Did you give the 
same item to customers in 1956 as 
in 1955?” 578 respondents said: 


Sanie 228 
Changed 350 


39.4% 
60.5 


Employes Get the Same 

These figures were almost reversed 
for gifts to employes. The 456 an- 
swers to the question “Did you give 
the same item to employes in 1956 
as in 1955?” separated into: 

Same 297 65.1% 

Changed 159 34.8 

Hams, turkeys, cheese, and other 
types of food are most often re- 
ported as perennial gifts to work- 
ers. Christmas trees and wreaths, 
diaries and calendars, bottles of 
“holiday cheer,” neckties and other 
clothing, cigars for payroll names 
show up frequently on question- 
naires. 


Use a Yardstick 


“Do you use the same gift for 
all, or grade the list for customers, 
employes, etc., according to some 
kind of yardstick?” was the next 
question. Previous surveys  indi- 
cated little difference between the 
two systems. Respondents currently 
lean toward grading. 

Same to all 298 43%

In percentages the replies of cele- 
brators were: Gifts to employes, 
54%. To customers, 53%. To 
suppliers, 6%. Some gave to all 
three groups. 

Amounts spent ranged from a 
low of $250 to a high of $50,000. 
The average was $6,754. 

Averages could not be estimated 
on certain replies which stated, 
“$8.50 per customer,” “$20 per em- 
ploye,” because the total number of 
customers or employes was not in- 
dicated. A high of $50 per employe 
was reported. The low was “50c for 
each customer and employe.” 

Incomplete as these estimates 
are, they spotlight still another as- 
pect of the market for business 
gifts. Makers of products suitable 
for anniversary tie-ins may find 
here a source of welcome orders. 
Milestones — for able salesmen — 
could be made into gold and silver, 
or even be diamond-studded.

king, goddess of Liberty for queen, 
and suits of eagles, shields, stars, 
and flags, the cards were a patriotic 
bargain at two packs for $1. Be- 
sides, a deck of cards had stopped 
more than one bullet—though the 
godly claimed a  ocket Bible was 
still better. 

Because dysentery took a greater 
toll than bullets, a more useful gift 
would have been “Hostetter’s Cele- 
brated Stomach Bitters.” H. J. 
Smith, Sole Prop., of Pittsburgh, 
didn’t need to say another word 
about the remedy. Everybody knew 
that Hostetter’s perked you up right 
away. Not everybody knew that it 
contained a big slug of alcohol. 


No Blushes With Felicia 


The leading magazine, “Godey’s 
Ladies Book,” recommended for 
Christmas-giving the poetical works 
of Mrs. Felicia Hemans. It was 
published by Lippincott, Grambo & 
Co. (now J. B. Lippincott Co.). 
Said the sedate monthly: 

“As no work in the English lan- 
guage can be commended with more 
confidence, it will argue bad taste 
in a female to be without a com- 
plete edition of the writings of one 
who was an honor to her sex and 
to humanity, and whose productions 
from first to last contain no syllable 
calculated to call a blush to the 
cheek of modesty and virtue. 

“There is at times a pensiveness 
of tone, a winning sadness in her 
more serious compositions which 
tell of a soul which has been lifted 
from the contemplation of terrestrial 
things to divine communings with 
beings of a purer world.” 

Such highfalutin language was 
not universal. At this same time 
Confederate General A. P. Hill was 
endorsing 2a private’s request for 
transfer to the regimental band:

They gave their sons T. S. Arthur’s 
“Advice to Young Men on Their 
Duties and Conduct in Life.” Ar- 
thur, an earlier Dale Carnegie, cau- 


tioned against the evils of duelling, 
hanging around segar stores, and 
using “downright slang.”

Enlarged, it becomes a window

Reduced in size, the em- 
blem is used on pins and other 
jewelry. As a label or sticker it may 
be affixed to outgoing packages and 
correspondence.

In letters and per- 
sonal talks they have expressed ap- 
preciation for the good-will salute. 
One typical comment: “It’s particu- 
larly nice as you get older to be re- 
membered on your birthday.” 

Advertising Manager W. C. Rob- 
erts explains: “We wanted to get 
away from the cut-and-dried ‘stock’ 
appearance of an ordinary card. 
This one was designed and made 
for us alone. The cost was a little 
more than for a ‘canned’ sentiment. 
But the extra expense was fully jus- 
tified, judging by the response.” 

In two colors, blue and gold, the 
card unfolds. The copy inside says: 

“A day like all days, full of im- 
portant events that mark and illumi- 
nate our times . . . with this differ- 
ence: You Were There.” Another 


fold shouts, “Happy Birthday!” 
above a candle-decked cake and the 
company signature. 

The greeting card grew out of 
Brunner’s 50th anniversary celebra- 
tion in 1956. At that time it was 
decided to present corporate friends 
with a souvenir of the event. Here, 
too, Brunner officers sought to be 
different. A search was made for 
a gift that would meet three require- 
ments: 

1. Have practical value to the re- 
cipient; 2. connect with the com- 
pany’s products; 3. tie in with the 
50th-year promotional activities.

“Gifts designed to be used in the 
home are still, by far, the most ac- 
ceptable,” reports E. C. Bennett, 
president, Sales Incentives Division, 
Bennett Brothers, Inc., New York, 
as he reviews selections made 
throughout 1956. “If the item can 
have multiple use by the whole 
family—so much the better.” 

“We have noted a slight trend 
indicating the men are being per- 
mitted by their wives to make more 
selections,” says Randal M. Tobutt, 
president, the Certif-A-Gift Co., 
Evanston, Ill. “Following this line, 
our 1957 catalog has more items for 
men. Further, we note a demand for 


more practical items. For example, 
this year we are offering, not Orre- 
fors vases, but an Orrefors martini 
set.” 

Ira L. Mendall, vice-president, L. 


& C. Mayers Co., New York, de- 
clares: “We found in 1956 there 
was a much more even distribution 
of preference of the items chosen. 
While gifts for the home were still 
the most popular, office and per- 
sonal items got a large share. This 
may be an advance trend of a period 
of self-adornment after a_ long 
period of home improvement.”

Nyhan, Jr., that of the firm’s 75 
most popular merchandise selections 
for 1956, 62 items are for use ex- 
clusively in the home, 8 items are 
for personal use only, and 5 items 
are children’s toys. Nyhan com- 
ments: “This demonstrates the 
powerful influence that the family 
exerts on the campaign participant.” 

The president of Worth Distribu- 
tors, Inc., Union City, N.J., Hershel 
Krasnow, notes: “Gift donors still go 
to the tried and true items . . . we 
can almost anticipate down to the 
last dozen the number of wallet 
sets, manicure sets, steak sets and 
other items of this nature that we 
will sell this coming season. There 
seems to be little tendency to re- 
linquish tried and true items for 
something really new, although the 
position of the Dormeyer skillet on 
the top of our list does indicate a 
collective rush to a new and differ- 
ent item. 

“In my opinion,” declares Kras- 
now, “too many gift buyers select 
a single item and then distribute it 
in quantity to their lists without re- 
gard to age, interests, or personality 
of the recipients. Obviously, the 
donor has given little thought to the 
recipient of his gift selection. 

“Let’s get across the idea that a 
gift is a personal matter, and the 
choice should be made after an 
evaluation of its appeal to an indi- 
vidual recipient—and not so much 
to the company’s ease of ordering 
and speed with which it can dispose

of that recurrent gift problem.” 
Lou Cohen, sales promotion man- 
ager, Maritz Sales Builders, St. 
Louis, reporting on the most popular 
items chosen from its merchandise 
incentive catalog, as well as from 
its gift certificate catalog, says: “Of 
1,620 people (about half of the 
number to whom a questionnaire 
was sent) only 14 indicated they 
prefer the donor’s specific gift to the 
opportunity to choose their own.” 
Many of the products selected 
from catalogs of merchandise in- 
centive houses are the choices of 
salesmen who participated in sales 
contests staged by sales executives. 
Some of the most popular items 
represent products which can be ob- 
tained for relatively few “points” 
in a sponsoring firm’s sales contest. 
So items of relatively small retail 
value perhaps are more popular than 
they might have been if the winners 
in the contest had had more points 
to apply toward higher-price items, 
requiring a larger number of points. 
Recipients of gifts through gift 
certificate catalogs were limited in 
their choices by the gift selection 
in each price category offered to 
them. So the recipients’ preferences 
in one price category might not 
necessarily have been the recipients’ 
preferences if they had been free to 
choose from several categories. 
But the products chosen through 
incentive merchandise contests and 
by selection from gift certificate 
catalogs have one important thing 
in common: They represent the 
free choice of recipients.
